Our powar is that of the democratic people, of all the citizens, whether 
they be workers, farmers, lower middle class people, capitalists or land- 
ovumers, if in the least they love their country by prosressing alon: this 
dine, However, this power cannot be held by any privileged class. 


The oowar must be held by the unified popular front and be sustained by 

tne comion unity of the workers, the farmers and the laborers in general, 
whos? unity serves as tue basic element for the Front, under the dictator= 
shin of the proletariat. 


Te is due to che fact that the power is in the hands of the poxple that 
the Sov:..ct rogions, China and other democratic countries have come to the

In order to maintain the power of the people, it is necessary: 


(1) To naintain ever increasinz close relations between the government 
and the people. 


(2) To increase the munber of reprassntatives of the worker ond farmer 
class for the reason that they themselves constitute the basic 
elenents of denocracys 


(3) To pluce power in the hands of capable citizens so that the sovern= 
nent will oc sade. more stable,

Gemocratiec countries so as to receive aid and assistance and 
sooperate vith thea in the common struzcle against invadin7’ 
imperialism.
